My Deſign is to ſhew theſe deluded Chri- 
ſtians the preſumptuous Sin of eſpouſing an ab- 
jur'd Pretender's Cauſe, and the abſolute Ne- 
ceſſity of a faithful Adherence to our Gracious 
Sovereign King GEORGE, which alone can 
denominate us fincere Profeſſors of Chriſtiani- 
ty, and true Members of the Church of En- 


gland as now by Law eſtabliſhed. 


And God grant I may deliver the Truths I 
have to urge with that fervent Zeal for his 
Glory, and affectionate Intent to promote the 
Converſion and Salvation of Gain ſayers, as if 


they were the laſt Words. I were to ſpeak: 
And you, my Brethren, may receive em with 


that devout Attention and vigorous Deſire of. 
Improvement, as if they were the laſt Words 

you were to hear. e 
I deſire not to upbraid any Body, but to 
perſuade the Seduced; for tho' Politicks con- 
cern me not, yet todemonſtrate Vice and Error, 
and to point out the Ways of Peace, and Love, 


and Unity, is my indiſpenſable Duty, and your 


Happinels ; or how ſhall you obtain that Faith. 
which comes by hearing, which is imperfedt with- 
out Charity ? or I be able at the Laſt Day to 
give an Account of my Miniftration? _ 

Therefore, in explaining the Precept, and its 
Enforcements in the Text, I ſhall preſs the Du- 
ty of being ſubject to King GEORGE, by Ar- 
guments drawn from the Righteouſneſs of his 
Caule | in Oppoſition to that of the Preten- 
der] the abominable Wickedneſs of his Ene- 
mies, and the damnable Sin and miſchievous 
Conſequences of Rebellion. 


The doing of this perhaps may be thought

des that of our Country, do in a pe 
tmanner call upon the Clergy to ſtand up in 
their juſt Defence; to be filent at this Jun- 
Cure, would be to betray arid abandon all, and 
not to ſpeak the plain Truth, however unaccep- 
table it may be to our Enemies, highly crimi- 
nal, a moſt ſhameful Neglect of our Duty as 
Clergymen, and Violence offer d to our Con- 
ſciences as Proteſtants. E

I. The Object is the Supreme Power eſta- 
bliſhed in each Nation, whether of Monarehy; 
Ariſtocracy, or Democracy, who, in reſpect of 
their Office and Dignity, are mote emphati- 
cally call'd the Heber Powers; as ate likewiſe, 
in an inferiour Senſe, the Chief and Subotdi- 
nate Magiſtrates plac d under them, for the 
Promotion of True Religion, the Preſervation 
of Peace, and the Execution of Juſtice; which 
are the Ends of Government. e 
This being a Truth ſelf-evident, and acknow- 
ledged by all, I ſhall proceed to prove, That 
the Pretender neither is, nor can be the Higher 
. Power

Power of this Nation; and that King GEORGE, 
his Preſent Miniſtry; and Parliament, are truly 
the Theber Fowers in this ſenſe.-In order to which 
it will be neceſſary to conſider what is. ſufficient 
to conſtitute or eſtabliſh: any Perſon or Perſons 
the Heber Powers, agreeably to the Meaning 
of the Text. But ſince it is univerſally.allow'd, 
that it is the undoubted Prerogative of the 
King of England to chuſe his own Miniſtry, 
and to ſummon a Parliament, I ſhall only need 
to examine this wit relation to His Prefent

Hence all Nations, where the 
Crown is Hereditary and Limited, have ſome- 
times thought it their Duty to ſet aſide the

| . Kings, vzz. of: Pharamond, Martell, and Capet: 
| And therefore in this Kingdom, from the Con- 
l queſt to Henry the VIIth, there have been no 
= leſs than Thirteen Kings who had no Heredi- 
= tary Right, and but Six who had. Neither, 


2. Is Conqueſt or Uſurpation ſufficient to 
make a Perſon the Supreme or Higher Power 
For if any one, not having a Legal Right, 
ſhould uſurp the Imperial Dignity of a King- 
dom, tis certain that no Subje& therein is 
bound to reſpect him as the Higher Power - 
For Uſurpation being an unjuſt Poſſeſſion of 
another's Propriety, gain'd by Violence againſt 
Right and Equity, and to be maintain'd on- 
ly by Tyranny and Oppreſſion, is not, cannot 
be God's Ordinance, nor thence require the 
fame Obedience as is due to a Lawful King.

Popiſh Powers that have given him his Bread, 
he muſt deſtroy both, and conſequently be a 
Wicked and Tyrannical King. 

He cannot poſſibly give us more firm Aſſu- 
rances af protecting them than Queen Mary 
and King James II. did, the only two Popiſh 
Princes that we have had fince the Reforma-

encircling the Heads of our Princes, in its na- 
tive radiant Luſtre, 7: 1s not that they want it;

Clear from this grand Offence. Adore his Mer- 
cy and Kindneſs to you, for this great Preſer- 
vation, and be careful to perſevere blameleſs 
unto the End, by a ſtrict Obſervance: of the 
Duties above, not ſuffering any vile Abſurdities 
or Innuendo's of our Enemies ever to ſhake 


your Integrity. Let Reaſon and Scripture con- 
tinue to be your Guide, and then lure I am 


you can never fall-in with their impious Mea- 
lures. Remember that you cannot have a bet- 
ter Cauſe, the beſt of Kings, the pureſt Church, 
the beſt of Governments, and your own Libertics 
to ſtand up for ; and therefore it is your Duties 
to join in Aſſociations for their juſt Defence; 
for he's unworthy the Name of a Churchman,

Far Shame then be wiſe, for your own Inte- 
reſt : You us'd to abominate the very Mention 
of the Rebels in Forty one; and how come you 
now to be more inexcuſable (if ſuch can be) 
than they? What condemning Apprehenſions 
. ſurely muſt you have, upon cool Reflexion? And 
what Anſwer think you can you make at the 
Laſt Day to your Judge, whole Ordinances and 
Precepts you have ſo notoriouſly deſpiſed? 


Many of the Chiefs of the Rebellion are 
Papiſts ; And how can you, who are Proteſtants, 
Join with ſach ? Can it be ſuppoſed that Papiſts 
would fight and hazard their Eſtates for the 
Good of the Church of England? Or has Po- 

ery loſt its ſinful Fopperies, and ſuperſtitious 
niquities ? or Arbitrary Power its Slavery ? 


To be brief: Your Behaviour hath expoſed you 
to the Damnation threatned in the Text; and ſure 
Iam, there.is no Way for you to eſcape it, but 
by ceaſing to do Evil, and learning to do Good, 
by a deep and ſpeedy Humiliation, and tho- 
rough Converfion from your wicked Courles, 
and by humbly and carefully practiſing the 
Duties to King George, which, you hear, are 
enjoin d upon the ſevereſt Penalties. In or- 
der to this, be perſwaded to attend diligently 

to 
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to the Arguments J have brought againſt your 
Principles and Practices; weigh them without 
Prejudice or Paſſion, and ſhew your ſelves wil- 
ling to be convinc d and guided by Reaſon and 
Revelation, accounting it no Shame to forſake 
your ons ok and to embrace the Truth ; for in 
Diſputations, to confeſs your Doubts, is a Proof 
of x docible Diſpoſition, a ſound Judgment, 
an honeſt Meaning. Your Sins are the 
Cauſes of your Heats, Animoſities, and Rebel- 
lions: Let the Cauſes be laid aſide, and the 
Effects will vaniſh. Let there be no longer 
Arrogance found among Chriſtians ; Love as 
Brethren; | Let Humiliry be your Study and 
Practice; Mind quietly your own Buſineſs ; 
And be only ambitious to do your Duties to 
God, your King, and to one another; always 
remembring that true Grace and rebellious Ma- 


chinations can never be conſiſtent together: 


That Miſtakes and Errors: are incident. to Hu- 
manity ; but it is the utmoſt Stupidity to per- 
fevere in a Fault; and that you will nor be 
judged at the Laſt Day by your own Conceits, 
t by the Law of Gd.
